25X1 from Lirow (13 p4/U 33) in Keclrlenbur^* to Frnnlf urt/Odor on 

16 July 1950 . The train v/as composed of 24 flatcars with aid* 
racks, 3 boxcars and 1 heavy flatcar, representing a total 
of 96 axles with a load capacity of 900 tons. It was to be 
forwarded by th Greifswald railroad district headquarters, 

2„ Since the nature of the load on the cars exceeded the pre- 
scribed maximum measurements, special measures had to be 
taken. The neighboring tracks were blocked to traffic. 

Before the point where overhead cables cross the railroad 
line, between lira markers 19*499 and 19,470, the train 
stopped and then proceeded very slowly with two railroad 
officials from VJesenberg (13 9VY 43 ) and it t stock (II 9V 
U 11) closely watching the train. These officials escorted 
the train as far as Ileustrelitz (II 54 /U 54), The use of 
tracks running alongside platforms with roofs or platforms 
with freight sheds \7as prohibited. The speed limit was fixed 
as 20 km/h, *
